Mr. Rennebohm 
was the second heaviest purchaser of the sale. taking 
three other top heifers, including a great 4-year-old 
daughter of Dr. F. J. Plondke’s son of Governor of Car- 
ration at $860, the next to the last animal on the sell- 
ing order. Herdsman for Mr. Rennebohm is Johnny 
Rehbek, formerly with Femco Farms and later witk C. C.

The heaviest buyer of the sale was Wampano Farms, 
owned by Gail Stephens, Oxford, Mich., who took home 
:our heifers and a bull for an average of $840, none of 
the heifers yet in milk. All but one are more or less 
close descendents of the great Pabst Farms Gold Medal 
“Burke” sire. Top of these, and second high individual 
in the sale, was Weber Burke Sable, outstanding 2-year- 
old ‘“‘Burke’’ daughter from the Utah State.

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Dairy Research and Human Nutrition’ 


By O. E. REED, Washington, D. C., 


‘This is the text of an Address given by Chief Reed at the 
Annual Summer Coftiference of the National Dairy Council, 
Chicago, June 1943. 

ARS cannot be follight successfully withott food. 

There must be enough f@od for the people at home 
as well as for the armed forcéé. Back in 1918, the cry 
was for more and more food. ‘The emphasis was on 
quantity. 


Today, the cry again is for more food, but with @ 
noticeable difference. The emphasis is en the kind of 
food — on the nutritive quality of the food — that 
farmers are asked to produce and consumers are urged 
to use. 


Research in human nutrition is responsible fer the 

new emphasis. And, because of our research in aiNmal 

nutrition and in crop and livestock production, we ki®w 

’ how ‘to make the new emphasis on human nutrition ef- 
tective. 

The war, with its complex food problems, has merely 
brought to fruition the Knowledge about food and human 
rutrition that research workers have been accumulating 
tor many years. 

Early in 1941, some months before we entered the 
active fighting stage of the war, the President called a 
National Nutrition Conference for Defense. The pur- 
pose was to organize and mobilize all our forces to pro- 
vide better nutrition for civilians and the armed forces. 


Our nutritional knowledge by that time had devel- 
oped to the point where we knew what nutrients, and 
how much of most nutrients, a person should have to 
keep strong and healthy. Nutritionists knew what dis- 
istrous effects the lack of certain essential but little 
recognized nutritional substances could have on the 
rormal growth and healthy development of our young 
yeople. And they also Knew from actual surveys of eat- 
ing habits in the country and in cities and villages that 
many families were not eating the proper foods. 


Then, soon after we began to assemble our armed 
forces through selective service, the public was surprised 
and shocked at the high percentage of young men that 
were being rejected because they were physically unfit 
ior military duties. Rejections for bad teeth, poor eye- 
sight, undeveloped bodies, and various other nutritional 
disorders were dramatic proof of what nutritionists and 
welfare leaders had long contended — that we must re- 
vise our eating habits if we are to build a Nation of 
strong, healthy, self-reliant people. We must eat the 

inds of food that build the body, protect it against dis- 
ease, and make it possible for all its delicate and com- 
plex mechanisms to function normally. 

Our knowledge of the finer points of nutrition is 
vrobably far from complete, but we already know the 
essentials of a good diet. And we know that milk is one 
of the first requirements. That knowledge puts the dairy 
industry in an enviable position among all producers of 
feod.

The comparative 6ase with which the cream could be 
agitated and gathered into butter gave butter a head 
start among all dairy préducts. Early peoples soon be- 
gan to value their animals aecording to their vield of 
butter, since it was wanted for food and also for sacri- 
ficial purposes. To this day,-in India, the fat is the only 
part of th emilk that can be preserved for any length 
of time. Modern refrigeration is generally lacking, but 
by melting the butterfat to produce butter oil it is made 
into a product called ‘‘ghee,’ which is the only dairy 
product that keeps well under the conditions in India. 

Cheese making was also discovered by early peoples 
quite by accident. Since natural souring of milk forms a 
curd it is not surprising that cheese was among the first 
of our dairy products. Milk and butter and cheese were 
the only dairy products for many centuries. International 
‘trade in butter did not begin until the 19th century. 


In our own country, the early trade in dairy products 
was confined chiefly to butter and cheese. Refrigeration 
and swift transportation were to come later, to make it 
possible to develop a market milk industry. Our dairy 
industry really began when we first learned how to de- 
termine the butterfat content of milk or cream. The 


' Babcock test in 1890 made it possible to assign a com- 


mercial value to milk and cream, on the basis of the fat 
content. The cream separator, which had been invented 
by De Laval in 1878, then came into use rapidly on farms 
wherever cows were milked. These two inndvations com- 
ing simultaneously in the 90’s did more perhaps than 
anything else to develop dairy farming in’ regions far 
from the large cities and other centers of popwiation and 
to develop the creamery butter industry.

Ellwood and Nelson farm, De Kalb, 
Ill., attracted the largest crowd in 
the history of their sale series, and 
established the highest average yet 
for this event. Feature attraction 
of the sale was the ‘Victory Bond” 
bull that will be remembered from 
last spring’s Elkhorn Sale where he 
was “sold’’ to T. E. Courtney, De 
Kalb, Ill., on his bid of $75,000 in 
War Bonds. He was sold the same 
way in the Illinois State Sale, and to 
Mr. Courtney should go much of the 
credit for his history-making sale 
for $3,100,000 in War Bonds to the 
State of Illinois. Mr. Courtney's 
efforts in promoting “Victory Bond’”’ 
attracted 15 bidders. Runner-up at 
$3,000,000 was Mr. J. E. MeNabb, 
owner of Sleepy Hollow Farm near 
Dundee, Ill., and head of the Bell & 
Howell Co., Chicago (cameras). 
Other bidders included the Kraft 
Cheese Co.; the Cornell Forging Co.,

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The recent announcement that Carnation Milk Farms 


are consigning to the Blue Ribbon Sale the yearling son 


of Carnation Homestead Madcap, inspires a bit of remi- 
niscence on the part of the Editor. 

A year ago, in late May, I was at Carnation. The occa- 
sion was the completion of the new World’s Championship 
milk record by Carnation Ormsby Madcap Fayne. 
(WORLD June 6, 1942). Her production of 41,943.4 lbs. 
in 365 days was far ahead of any previous milk record— 
official, unofficial, or what have yon. Along with it she 
produced 1392.4 lbs. fat, thereby just failing to nose out 
her sister, Carnation Ormsby Butter King, whose record 
completed six years earlier had set new marks at 1402 
ibs. fat, 38,606.6 Ibs. milk:

Stephen Moulton Babcock Centennial 


Famed Nutrition Expert and Inventor 


HE centennial of the birth of Dr. Stephen Moulton 

Babcock, pioneer agricultural chemist and inventor 
of the “Babcock test’ for butter-fat, is being noted this 
week October 22 with fitting ceremonies at the 
University of Wisconsin, where he spent the greater part 
of his active life. 

Passing by the opportunity for personal fortune, Dr. 
Babcock gave his great invention to the world, without 
restriction or royalty. This simple, accurate test for 
butterfat, still fundamentally unchanged since its first 
announcement in 1890, has revolutionized the dairy in- 
dustry, and stands at the foundation of progress in the

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breeding of better dairy cattle. While he is best known 
for his invention of the butterfat test bearing his name. 
perhaps of even greater importance was the pioneering 
work he did in connection with animal and human ni- 
trition, which was the basis of later knowledge of the 
whole subject of vitamins. 


Stephen Moulton Babcock was born October 22, 1843 
cn Babcock Hill, between Bridgewater and Cassville, 
Oneida County, N. Y., son of Peleg and Cornelia Scott 
Babcock. Working his way through Tufts College, he 
came to Cornell University in 1875 as a part-time in- 
structor in chemistry. After two years here he went 
abroad to continue his studies, being awarded a Ph.D. 
degree from the University of Goettingen in 1879. He 
returned to Cornell in 1881 and 82. From 1882 to 1885 
he was chemist at the New York Experiment Station, 
Geneva, removing in the latter year to the University of 
Wisconsin, where he was Professor of Agricultural 
Chemistry until his retirement in 1913. He was then 7! 
years of age, but continued as Emeritus Professor until 
his death in 1931. He was assistant director of the Wis 
consin Experiment Station from 1901 until his retire- 
ment. In 1901 Tufts conferred the degree of LL.D., and 
in 1917 University of Wisconsin awarded him the Sc. D. 
degree. 

The State of Wisconsin, by joint resolution of its 
legislature in June 1943, memorialized Dr. Babcock’s 
unparalleled contribution to the advancement of Wis 
consin as a dairy state, and Governor Goodland appointed 
u special committee of five members to represent the 
State in the celebration of the centennial of his birth.

Third Quarter Sales 


RELIMINARY figures on third quarter auction sales 

of Holsteins show 21 sales reported in which 1653 
head sold for $761,577.50, an average of $460.73. These 
figures are, of course, distorted by the Dunloggin disper- 
sal in which 209 head sold for $383,700, or slightly more 
than half of the total for the period. Without Dunloggin. 
1444 head brought 377,877.50, averaging $261.68. Fig- 
ures on preceding quarters were: 1202 head for $345. 
593 to average $287.51 in the first quarter; 2747 head 
for $839,792.50 to average $305.71 in the second 
quarter. 

This makes a total (preliminary) for the first three 
quarters of the current year of 5602 head for $1,946.- 
963, an average of $347.55. This compares with 5550 
head sold in the corresponding nine months of 1942, fo) 
$1,.136,539.50, or an average of $204.78. 

This is an increase of 69.7%. Without Dunloggin, 
which perhaps give a more accurate picture of the gen- 
eral market, the current figures for three quarters o! 
the year would be $289.87 for 5393 head, an increase 
of 41.6% over the 1942 figures. 

We have discovered a small error in our 1942 report 
which we wish to correct at this time. The second quart- 
er total of animals sold was actually 2629, an increase 
cf 200 from the number stated. The dollar figures were 
ccrrect, which would change the second quarter ave! 
ege of 1942 to $209.80 and the full year’s figures to 
$223.62 (instead of $228.60, as reported). 

The fourth quarter of 1942 showed 58 sales in which 
3628 head were sold for $195,843.50, an average of 
$252.43. Apparently we may not quite reach that tota! 
in the current final quarter. The approximate 40% in- 
crease in average price may not be quite maintained 
either, as the third quarter, without Dunloggin, wa 
24% above the 1942 figures. The rise in Holstein prices 
was more pronounced in the last quarter of 1942, s 
that percentage gains would not likely be as high as in 
earlier quarters. A $3,000,000 public sale year, howeve! 
is a definite possibility. 

The market continues strong as we come into the 


closing months of the year, in spite of a disturbing feed 
and labor situatioh. 





All-Time All-Americans to be Brought 
Up to Date 


ROM many of our readers has come the suggestion 

that this would, be a good year to bring the All-Time 
All-American Selections up to date. We agree. The All- 
American idea was started in 1922—-and in the sum- 
mer of 1938 the All-Time All-Americans were chose? 
by the composite vote of the combined selection com- 
mittees that had gerved to that date. 

Five additional annual selections have since beet 
made and it would seem appropriate in this year when 
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we have a little lull in the All-American activity—to 
pring the business strictly up to date. 

We plan to follow the same procedure that was used 
previous!y. In our next issue— November 6 — we will 
present the pictures of the All-American winners in each 
of the fifteen classes for each year from 1938 to 1942 
inclusive. With them we will show the pictures of the 
All-Time and Reserve All-Time Selections, as well as 
the third choice of the committee in each class. This 
will make eight animals to compete in each class for 
All-Time All-American recognition. These pictures will 
be submitted to all living members of past annual 
selection committees—with the request that each indi- 
eate his first, second and third choice in each class. 
These official ballots will then be tabulated on the 
pasis of seven points for each first place vote; three 
points for second place and one point for third place, 
and the awards declared accordingly. 

The winners will be presented in December—and 
will be the subjects of our annual All-American Calen- 
dar. 

We will have the usual Popular Judging Contest— 
with liberal prizes. Full details and ballot forms will 
appear with the presentation of the pictures in our next 
issue—November 6. 

Our present plan is to consolidate our two Decem- 
ber issues into one large Holiday Number to come out 
December 11 (midway between our regular December 
mailing dates). This will avoid to some extent the 
Christmas mail congestion that would be at its peak for 
the regular December 18 date. (Many copies of the 
Holiday Number of last year were never delivered until 
New Years or later). It would also give a little more 
time for judging contestants to complete their ballots 
than would be possible for a December 4 presentation. 
The combined issue idea would likewise permit us to 
keep within government orders on usage of paper— 
which otherwise would seem to debar the issuance of a 
special Holiday Number at all along the lines we are 
planning. 

The only serious inconvenience we can see as a pos- 
sibility of this changed production schedule would be 
for advertising public sales called on short notice in 
December or early January. Perhaps with this advance 
notice, sale managers will be able to make their plans 
accordingly.

of 1940 output, which was a better than normal produc- 
tion year. (1943 quota was only 40% of 1940 figures). 
The number of items under actual distribution control 
has been cut to 46 compared with 91 in 1943. Only 31 
will actually be on the list of rationed items. Machinery 
distribution follows a more flexible line and is shaped 
to make it easieir for farmers to obtain available equip- 
ment. There are no quota restrictions on manufacture 
of repair parts for 1944. 

This information is released officially by the Office 
of War Information under date of September 28. It 
will be good news to many farmers who were facing 
serious production handicaps in 1944 with their present 
equipment. 


First All-Canada Sale 


T has been recognized for some time that Canada 

needed a Holstein sale event that would be truly re- 
presentative of the industry for the whole of Canada. 
Bob Holtby’s annual National Sales were good clean 
events and well above the average, but no serious ef- 
fort was ever made to make them comparable in quality 
with the top U. S. consignment sale events. As a con- 
sequence, Canadian breeders were selling a larger per- 
centage of their tops privately or consigning them to 
U. S. sales. 

The success of the Mount Victoria dispersal last year 
served to make Canadian breeders more public-sale- 
minded, so that support became rather unanimus for 
an All-Canada Holstein consignment sale that would 
really represent the industry. Lorne Franklin, well- 
known auctioneer and livestock representative of the 
Farmer’s Advocate, who managed the Mount Victoria 
dispersal, and Hugh Colson, editor of the Holstein-Fries- 
ian Journal, joined in taking the responsibility for or- 
ganizing such a sale. How well they have done the job 
will appear on sale day, November 11, at Oakville, Ont. 
This location is accessible to breeders from both sides of 
the line, being midway between Toronto and Hamilton. 
Some idea of the cooperation the breeders have extended 
may be gained from the advertising pages of this issue.

phosphorus in milk can be utilized in the body make milk 
especially valuable for young and old people alike. 

The major milk constituents alone would justify all 
the claims that have been made for the nutritional vaiue 
of milk. But milk has additional values because of its 
content of vitamins. In addition to the vitamin A con- 
tent of the fat, all of the other known vitamins occur 
in milk. 

The discovery of vitamins and the development of 
our knowledge about them is largely the result of re- 
search undertaken to unravel the mysterious nutritive 
properties of milk. An experiment conducted more than 
60 years ago is often cited as the first work indicating 
the presence of vitamins. Iunin fed one group of labor- 


atory animals on milk alone, and another group on a 
mixture of all the nutrients known at that time. The 
mixture included milk sugar, milk proteins, milk fat, 


and n uilk salts, but it proved to be incomplete compared 


to milk itself. This work might have led to the discov- 
ery of vitamins, but it didn’t. Rather, it led to a better 
unde 


standing of the value of the milk salts. 


Then as the list of known nutrients grew, Hopkins 
in Ex 


sland carried out a similar experiment. But the 
mixture of known nutrients still proved to: be incom- 
plete. compared with milk itself. He concluded that “no 
animal can live on a mixture of pure proteins, fats, and

mins. It would be impossible to trace these discoveries 
at this time. Milk has been found to contain every vita- 
min known to date, but our Knowledge of milk is not 
yet complete. 


In every experiment where animals have received 
adequate quantities of all the known nutrients and their 
growth has been compared with animals receiving milk 
in addition to the diet of known nutrients, the milk- 
ied animals have always made the better growth. We 
still want to know what will be the result, if animals are 
ied all the nutrients and vitamins we know about today 
and their growth is compared with others on a‘diet of 
milk. We have recently carried out such an experiment 
in our laboratories at Beltsville. 


We fed mother rats a basal diet containing adequate 
amounts of all known nutrients, and their young were 
restricted to the mothers’ milk and diet until weaning 
time and then continued on the mothers’ diet. The 
young rats did not grow at an optimum rate on that 
diet. To prove that each of the Known nutrients was 
present in an adequate amount, we doubled the yeast in 
the diet, since it contains all the known water-soluble 
vitamins required by the rat. But the rate of growth did 


not increase. We then tested larger amounts of each 
of the following: Protein, thiamin, riboflavin, pyridoxin, 
pantothentic acid, nicotinic acid, biotin, inositol, para- 


ezmidobenzoic acid, choline, xanthopterin, and vitamins 
4, K, and E, but growth was still subnormal. 

But when we added milk to the basal diet, or when 
we added skim-milk powder, commercial casein, or cot- 
tage ceese, or Swiss or Cheddar cheese, the rate of 
growth increased as much as 75 to 100 percent. We are 
certain that milk contains some still-unidentified factor 
or factors, which have a marked effect in stimulating the

crowth of various bodily structures and earlier function- 
ing of the reproductive processes. 


This unidentified growth-premoting faetor in milk 
is undoubtedly lacking in the Vatieus grains. We are 
now testing white flour, re-enforced White floiir, and 
whole wheat flour for it. We are supplémiéiitifig these 
flours With skim-milk powder to note the efféct. This 
experiment has not gone very far, but I think I cafi safe- 
ly say that these flours contain little or none of the 
unidentified growth-promoting factor we have found in 
milk. We are also testing the feeds of the cow to de- 
termine where she gets the material she puts in her milk 
and what effect the diet may have on the value of the 
milk as a source of this unknown or unnamed factor. 


Milk is truly a remarkable food. It is not surprising 
that it should be, since the milk of all mammals was de- 
signed for the express purpose of nourishing the young 
and starting them on the way to become well-developed, 
healthy individuals. Unless we include the egg which 
sustains the baby chick, milk is the only food produced 
by nature for the specific purpose of providing food for 
animals — and that, of course, includes mankind. 

In summary, let me emphasize that fact that nu- 
tritional research is gradually giving us a more com- 
plete understanding of the nutritive requirements of 
people of all ages and under many different conditions 
of work and environment. The list of essentials in the 
diet and in the physiological processes of the human 
body has grown to an enormous number, and the end is 
not yet in sight. But every nutritive essential that we 
have discovered to date has been found to exist in the 
milk of the cow, not always {f adequate amounts for all 
human fi¢eds, but there just the same. 


The important thing for t& to remember is that 
much of the spééial nutritive value of milk is in the por- 
tion below the créam line and that the people must con- 
sume greater quant{tieés of whole milk, and all of the 
by-products of dairy mdaiufacture, to make our total pro- 
duction fully effective in human nutrition. 


We are making progress in that direction. The war- 
food program, with its emphasis on evaporated milk, 
dried whole milk, dried skim milk, atid cheese, has given 
impetus to the delivery of whole milk to processing 
plants instead of merely the cream. Last year, in areas 
where plants were available to accept the whole milk, 
many farmers stopped their hand separators and changed 
to whole milk delivery. In fact, they increased their de- 
liveries of Whole milk by 7 percent over the yéar before. 


The delivery 6f whole milk may seem to be a radical 
new venture to mafiy farmers of this generation, but it 
is not new to our dairy industry. Before the advent of 
the farm separator, the delivery of whole milk to créam- 
eries and cheese factories was the rule. In those days, 
the farmer had to haul the skim milk, buttermilk, and 
whey back to the farm, or lose its value. Now, however, 
the human food value of these by-products and our prog- 
ress in utilizing them for that purpose have eliminated 
the necessity of hauling the by-products back to the 
tarm. These developments are giving the farmer a mon- 
etary return based on the value of the whole milk rather 
than just the fat. 

Greater use of the solids not fat in milk does not 
mean that we should give less attention to butter. In 
fact, getting the whole milk daily in a sweet, fresh con- 
dition, should be an advantage for the butter maker be- 
cause he can make a better quality product. Butter was 
eaten for its taste, its palatability, long before there was 
any knowledge of nutrition. Our Nation has grown up 
with butter on its bread. We like it on our hot cakes 
end in countless other ways, for its flavor alone. The

NEW BULLETINS 
Labor Saving Through Farm Job Analysis 


This is the title of an unusually interesting bulletiy 
recently issiuéd by the Vermont Agricultural Experiment 
Station as Bulletin 503. It is a report by R. M. Carter. 
Rural Sociologist Of the station staff, on field studies 
on human conservation worked out in collaboration wit) 
a good Vermont dairyman, Mr. Leonard Clark. Mr. 
Clark is a good farmer and a hard working dairyman. 
operating a 22-cow dairy, without hired labor except for 
about one month of the year. 


Time studies were made of every operation of doing 
the barn chores, and after careful study of the problem 
a series of changes, designed to make the work easier 
and to save time, were made. These changes were of four 
general types: 


i—Rearrangement of the stable. 
2—Improvement of work frditines. 
3—Provision of adequate and Stitable equipment. 
4—Convenient location of tools and Stipplies. 


Mr. Carter reports that the money cost of the 
changes made was small. What Mr. Clark did can be 
done by any dairy farni#i who will undertake the task 
&Hiously. 


‘Phe results: Time spent on chores Was reduced from 
5 hoits, 44 minutes, ## 3 hours, 39 minlifés; a saving 
of 2 hou?# and 5 minutés daily. Travel was reduccé from 
3% to 1% miles daily. Phese savings aggregate in a fear 
the equivalent of 60..12-hour days, a good 2 months 
work in a year; did 730 miles a year in foot-travel. 

These savings in human time and energy are especi- 
ally significant in flese days of short man-power. 

The bulletin gives complete records of every opera- 
tion and offers specific suggestions on how to take the 
job of analyzing your 6Wn farm-chore operations and 
working out improvement¢ that can be applied to your 
own situation.

Lespedeza—lIts Place in Llinois Agriculture

Committee Recommends _ Fertiliza- 


tion For Forage 

Among recommendations adopted 
by the Pasture Collaborators’ Com- 
mittee, representing the 12 North- 
eastern States at their recent meet- 
ing, were: (a) lime and phosphoric 
acid are fundamental in any scheme 
of grassland fertilization; (b) pot- 
ash is essential in the region; (c) 
nitrogen should be limited to good 
stands of nearly pure grasses; and 
(d) fall application of fertilizers on 
grassland is urged to relieve the 
pressure of labor in the spring, to 
more rapidly improve quality and 
yields of forage, and _ to’ conserve 
phosphorus which is fixed in hot 
weather. Because of a shortage of 
feed and seed, every effort should 
be made to extend good manage- 
ment practices on pastures through- 
out the region.—Richard Bradfield, 
N. Y.; William G. Colby, Mass.;

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A Little Bit of History 


From the day that Mr. Natwick 
and Mr. Misner laid the foundation 
for the recently dispersed ‘‘Dunlog- 
gin” herd we venture to say that no 
Holstein breeder spent more time at 
“Dunloggin” than did we from Mc- 
Donogh School. This goes for boys 
and men alike. It was easy for us— 
just a thirty minute drive. 


All who believe in good Holsteins 
have expressed a sincere regret at 
the breed’s loss in the sale of this 
incomparable herd. To McDonogh it 
has meant the loss of as fine a neigh- 
bor as a man could have. The first 
contact between ‘‘Dunloggin’’ and 
McDonogh dates back some twenty 
years when Mr. Natwick cut timber 
out of the McDonogh woods. There 
were no Holsteins on either farm at 
that time. The first visit we paid 
to “Dunloggin’’ found Mr. Misner 
fretting over a lot of stumps that 
had to be removed before good pas- 
tures might be established for the 
cows that were to come. Five of us 
walked with him through the fields 
that afternoon and got a first 
glimpse of some of the foundation 
animals. In the group was “Jimmy” 
Johaston, a McDonogh boy, later to 
be one of three members of the 4-H 
Club judging team from the United 
States to win the International con- 
test in England. 


In 1935 MeDonogh purchased five 


females at the Trenton sale, Mr. 
Misner ran the sale, a McDonogh 
bugler called the consignors to 
breakfast in the hotel, and John 
Morris, McDonogh, was one of the 
leadsmen. 


“Johnny” later’ repre- 
sented Maryland at the National 
Dairy Show in the 4-H judging con- 
test, went on to win fame as a show- 
man with Twin Oaks’ Jerseys, as a 
student judge at Ames, and is now 
serving in the army. He’ll be back 
with cows! In the meantime “Ham” 
Eaton. McDonogh, was helping with 


the “Dunloggin” show herd and went 
with them to the National at Dallas, 
Texas in 1936. “Ham” more recent- 


ly of Ames, Rutgers, and ‘‘almost”

his doctor’s degree at Cornell when 
he went into the service. 

During that summer of 1936 there 
was born the heifer calf, McDonogh 
Midnight Mistress, a daughter of 
Woodmaster. Who, beside ‘“‘Dunlog- 
gin” owned one earlier? ‘Midnight 
Mistress” became the 4-H calf of 
“Jake’’ Siegrist, McDonogh. When 
“‘Jake’’ graduated the school bought 
his heifer back and he went on to 
the University of Maryland and be- 
came herdsman for Mr. George M. 
Moffett’s Blakeford Guernseys. Sie- 
grist is now a lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps. Incidentally, we know 
some who believe ‘‘Midnight Mis- 
tress’’ looks more like old ‘Pearl’’ 
than any of her most famous son’s 
daughters. (Mr. Misner said on May 
22, 1943——‘‘Probably as good as he 
ever sired’’) 

The first Maryland Holstein Bull 
Sale was held in one of the barns 
at “Dunloggin.’’ This event outgrew 
their facilities and moved into the 
McDonogh pavilion. This y ear 
eighty head were sold at McDonogh 
on October 29. 

Bang’s hit us in 1938. The boys 
could not show their cattle, but they 





helped ‘“Dunloggin’’ exhibit at the 
Maryland State Fair. 
The following spring saw Mr. 


Misner stage the first Royal Ayrshire 
Sale at McDonogh. The trees that 
decorated the sale ring may be seen 
today at the north end of the 
school’s stadium. 


In 1940 we purchased Dunloggin 
Pure Gold, our son of Woodmaster 
from ‘Bessie Homestead.”’ Her 
seven descendants, including an own 
daughter at $4,000, totalled $22,000 
in the “Dunloggin’’ Dispersal. Re- 
member ‘Sexton’ belongs to this 
family and he thad been selected to 
REMAIN at “Dunloggin’ had they 
continued breeding Holsteins. 

In January 1943 we were for- 
tunate to get from “Dunloggin” a 
Woodmaster daughter, a Fond 
Memory daughter, a Footprint 
daughter, and a Golden Cross daugh- 





ter. The first three all had heifer 
ealves for us by Fond Memory, 
Golden Cross, and Lochinvar. The 
fourth now safe in calf to “Pure 
yold.” To this group we added, 
at the sale, Dunloggin Fond Tidy, 
bred to Lochinvar, and a ‘“‘corking’”’ 
heifer calf by Woodmaster from a 
great daughter of “‘Laird.’’ Breeders 
know what that particular cross 
meant in the building of the “Dun- 
loggin’”’ herd. Mr. Robert V. Ras- 
mussen and Fred Wetmore knew! 
Fred should know. Check Lots 129 
and 244 in your sale eatalogue. 

‘Skinny”’ Coleman, “McDonoghk, 
fitted the ‘‘Dunloggin’’ consignment 
to the Canby Sale last May (“Skin- 
ny” in the service now) and Law- 
rence Richter, McDonogh, went to 
“Dunloggin”’ to help get the animals 
ready for the last stand. (Richter 
to the Air Corps when he becomes 
eighteen.) 

McDonogh believes she_ really 
knew the “‘Dunloggin’’ herd. We do 
not believe “It Was The Times’’ that 
made for a record breaking sale. We
